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Bombed But Unbowed, 
Students Need Food 
For Mind and Body 



Disciples of Culture 
Everywhere Suffer 
Barbarous Oppression 

Greece 

The needs ol students in Greece 
is a tar more basic one than books, 
theirs is a desperate need for food 
A student canteen has been organ- 
ized in Athens where, once a day. 
10,000 students receive a meal of 
less than three ounces, consisting of 
olives, or beans, or raisins or figs. 

After each regular distribution, 
hundreds of students wait in line, 
hoping to get a small second help- 
ing. Usually after waiting for sev- 
eral hours, they turn away disap- 
pointed and hungry. It is impossible 
to think of studying when one is 
in danger of starving*. 

$8,500 is needed to help 400 tuber- 
cular students whose life depends 
on the milk that can only be pro- 
vided if It is bought in Switzerland 
and distributed through the joint 
relief commission of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross. $-1250 is needed to 
provide medical supplies needed for 
students In Greece, and $2230 for 
clothes. 

France 

From unoccupied France comes a 
letter from one of a group of fif- 
teen tuberculosis students who had 
just received" an I.S.S. parcel: 
"These things remind us that there 
arc people on the outside who real- 
ly care." Such is the spirit of stu- 
dents who know they must die un- 
less the nourishing foods they need 
to treat tuberculosa arc available 
in France. 

Germany 

Up to July 1042 there were 00,000 
prisoners from Great Britain. Can- 
ada and other parts of the British 
Empire in Germany. 

Before Dieppe, there were 2.QO0 
British Officers behind barbed wire 
Schools have been organized and 
provision for study made in these 
camps through the I.S.S. All kinds 
of subjects are taught— from theol- 
ogy to engineering and horse breed- 
ing. 

China 

In China, students have packed 
books and laboratory equipment 
and moved their universities on 
their backs 1,500 miles inland. 
Bombed again and again they have 
moved on, refusing defeat, refusing 
to hide, as they prepare for the fu- 
ture leadership of China. In July, 
1037, when war broke out, Chinj 
had 108 colleges. Within two years 
time 54 had been destroyed or 
abandoned, yet last year China re- 
ported 101 colleges functioning with 
student population maintained prac- 
tically at pre-war level. 

To-day word comes from China 
that "Mud bricks are piled up to 
serve as desks and dinner tables. 
Mat sheds are put up as temporary 
lecture halls. As many as 150 stu- 
dents use one text-book." Chinese

Week End's Mail Brings 
316 Requests for Help 

Over one week-end recently 
the I.S.S. head of Ice in Geneva 
handled 316 individual requests 
for aid from students through- 
out Europe. 

This Included 123 requests 
from British prisoners and 148 
requests from French prisoners 
and refugees. 

Most of the letters asked for 
such simple items as books, 
pencils, paper and text-books. 

From China a letter comes, 
"We have no pens to write, no 
books to read, no homes in 
which to live, no clothes to 
withstand the winter, and, 
moreover, no food to sustain our 
lives . . . Now by your help. I 
have the chance of rejoining the 
university. 



ISS Work Is

Show Need of Aid 



Letters from British student pris- 
oners show how much they need 
and appreciate the work which ISS 
is doing. They show the picture 
of lonely young men behind barbed 
wire, making valiant efforts to 
light the dreariness and despair of 
endless camp days with the aid of 
constructive intellectual work: And 
more important still, they show 
that under extremely difficult con- 
ditions fresh decisions are being 
made every day in numerous pris- 
on camps to begin here and now

Aid Given to Evacuated 
Jap Students in U.S.A. 

American university groups 
have organized a Student Relo- 
cation Committee to come to 
the aid of several thousand Ja- 
panese-American students who 
have been evacuated from the 
West Coast. As a result of the 
evacuation of Japanese from 
the west coast of the United 
States, nearly 2,400 students, of 
which 2,300 were born In the 
States, have had to leave col- 
lege. Virtually all of these stu- 
dents wish to continue their 
studies after evacuation. Places 
will have to be found for ap- 
proximately 2,000 students in 
districts where they will be 
allowed to settle. The S.R.C. Is 
endeavouring to supply the 
great need for financial help 
and information.

Internees in Australia 
Continue Their Schooling 

"The examination results of 
the student internees were re-- 
markably satisfactory," says a 
recent report concerning schools 
organized by prisoners of war 
and internees in Australia. * 
Six out of seven students pass- 
ed first and second year Arts 
exams; School Leaving Certifi- 
cates were gained In December 
by 19 out of 47 candidates and 
several others passed In three 
subjects, qualifying to sit for 
the remainder in February. 

Under the new Government 
regulations, many internees are 
now enlisted In the Labour 
Corps, but those under 18 arc 
eligible to continue their studies 
if provision is made for their 
maintenance and education. 



Barbed Wire 
Houses Varsity 

3,000 Books 
Form Much 
Used Library 

In one of the larger prison camps 
in Germany, some 2800 Allied pris 
oners take part in an educational 
program. There are 3000 volumes 
in the library, built up with the aid 
of the British Red Cross and the 
I.S.S. Most of the books are in 
circulation. 

Here arc excerpts from a letter 
by Andre de Blonay, I.S.S. secretary 
in Europe, after he had visited a 
British prison camp in winter. 

"As wc proceed we realize how 
big the camp is. Barracks and bar 
racks, all similar In size. Some of 
them are in raw wood. The camp is 
a flat monotonous village, swallow 
cd up by the rising tide of snow. 
Barracks in brick stand half iin 
ishîd. The temperature is twenty 
degrees frost 

"The first visit Is to the cduca 
tional library. Some 2,800 prison 
ers arc in the camp, nearly all of 
them are engaged in some form of 
study. When there is snow and frost 
outside, what else can the prisoners 
do in the room they arc secluded 
but read, discuss the scarce- news 
which reaches them, play bridge, 
and read again? 

"Major V shows me the program 
of the courses. The camp "Unlver 
slty" is divided in six sections, each 
one headed by a qualified Instruc 
tor. The most important one is the 
section of Engineering, which offers 
15 courses, including Higher Mathc 
matics, Electrolcchnology, Chemis- 
try and Physics. The program of 
the section of Arts Is very eclectic, 
it ranges from water colour paint 
Ing and Anatomy to History and 
Philosophy. . . . The section of 
languages teaches 20 different oucs, 
among which are Arabian, Urdu, 
Malay, Tamil, and Gaelic. The sec-, 
lion of Law la very well attended, 
as are the sections of Agriculture 
and Commerce. Ths total number 
of courses amounts to 168 hours 
weekly. There further are classes 
for orderlies which cover light sub- 
jects and arc given at the rate of 
sixteen hours a week." 



Internees Can 
Study in Camps 

McGill, Queen's 
Help in Educa- 
tion Program 

The I.S.S. workers with enemy 
prisoners of war and interned ref- 
ugees in allied countries. 

Hundreds ' of refugees interned 
in Canada arc ardently' opposed to 
Nazism and 000 have been released 
and have voluntarily joined the 
British armed forces. Others have 
been released to contribute as war 
workers in Canada, and others have 
been freed to continue their studies. 
But there arc many still in the 
camps that have to be helped. 

For two ye'ars the I.S.S. has been 
working with interned refugees and 
prisoners of war in Canada, its 
secretary has maintained personal 
contacts with nearly one-half of 
these camps and in the remaining

An Endorsation of ISS 

Universities arc dangerous to the ideology that Hitler 
preaches: they have no place in the society envisaged by the 
mepalomoniacj oj Japan. The utter destruction of the University- 
of Cracow and the barbarous treatment of the students in Prague 
were not casual incidents in the German conquest but an integral 
part of the Nazi plan to befoul the traditions and destroy the cul- 
ture of those who are unfortunate enough to become their slaves. 

It behoves us, therefor, to do all that we can to preserve the 
flame of culture and (earning, and universities arc ils chief guar- 
dians. In spite of the fact that the demands of war must for the 
time being reduce the number of men and women who can be 
permitted to enjoy the priuileoes of academic life, national policy 
in Canada, in Great Britain and in the United States clearly recog- 
nizes the importance of universities. Every effort is made to en- 
courage properly qualified students to continue their studies until 
that time comes when they are urgently needed for other war- 
time duty and you who arc now in residence at McGill arc reap- 
ing the benefit of that policy. 

The appeal for funds from the International Student Service 
is not, therefore, something that you can ignore. You are privileged 
members of that great community of students throughout the 
world ,and you are called upon to aid those who arc less fortunate. 
If students in the occupied countries of Europe are to receive aid 
and encouragement, it must come from you. If the medical stu- 
dents in China are to be supplied with text books to replace those 
lost when the universities migrated to the interior be/ore the Jap- 
anese invader, you must send them. .If Russian students are to 
obtain equipment to replace that lost in the towns that Germany 
has conquered, you must provide it. 

There has "been much talk, during the past decade, of the in- 
ternational brotherhood of students and, dice so many other siib- 
jects of talk, this ideal will prove its worth during the dark days 
through which we are passing, The International Student Service 
is your emissary in good works: it asks of you a practical en- 
dorsement of the things that it is doing.

I.S.S. Feeds 
Greek Students 

10,000 Saved 
From Death by 
Starvation 



The work of I. S. S. in Athens in 
1042 has been invaluable. Where 
thousands of civilians die every day 
from starvation, I. S. S. has provid- 
ed for 10,000 students a daily ration 
of 80 grams of olive or 112 grams 
of kidney beans, or 100 grams of 
dried raisins, or 160 grams of figs. 
On some days I. S. S. is able to pro- 
vide, in addition, 80 grams of wheat 
broth, 80 grams of corn porridge, or 
80 grams of dried Ash. 

Wherever possible, I. S. S. attends 
to educational problems, while the 

feeding of students is carried, out 
through the co-operation of the Red 
Cross. The diet of Greek students 
contains no meat, milk, fats, albu- 
min, or eggs. Tuberculosis, defici- 
ency diseases and starvation are 
rampant. I. S. S. has been able to 
send from Switzerland milk and 
green vegetables which arc given 
to students threatened with tuber- 
culosis. 



Students Continue 
Studies in Camps 

Wide Variety 
Of Subjects 
Is Offered 



The scope of studies carried out 
in Canadian camps under the su- 
pervision of" the E.S.R.F; is widely 
diversified. The December and 
January report of the Canadian 
secretary of the movement, Dale 
Brown, shows that opportunity is 
given the students to study most 
subjects that arc offered in a uni- 
versity curriculum. 

In addition to many less funda- 
mental courses, they are offered 
those in English, French and other 
foreign languages, Physics, Mathe- 
matics, Chemistry, Engineering, 
Architecture, English Literature, 
and Physiological Chemistry. 

Besides this class study, some stu- 
dents carry out private study. Here, 
also, a wide field is open to them. 
According to the report, the great- 
est percentage of men is studying 
languages — English, French and 
Spanish. Many, however, arc tak- 
ing advantage of the courses offer- 
ed in Ccrcmical Engineering, Gar- 
dening. Sanskrit, Plastics, Interior

Fortunately, there has always 
existed a line community spirit 
among university' circles in Bel- 
glum. University kitchens have 
been organized where students can 
get an inexpensive meal. 

The names of fifty students were 
received from Brussels. Each of 
these will receive two food parcels 
a month for the next six months. 
Swiss students arc paying for these 
parcels but what arc fifty students 
compared with thousands now hun- 
gry in Belgium universities? 



Relief in China

In 1936, 34,000 students enrolled 
in the Chinese universities and in 
June 1942, 50,000. This fifty per 
cent, increase in college enrollment 
in wartime Is unique in educational 
history and challenging ' to .us 
through the needs it creates. 

The chief need is food but much 
additional help Is urgently needed 
especially since the cost of living 
has increased thirty times since

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What Is I.S.S.? 

International Student Service, a non- 
secterian and non-political organization, is 
carrying on the vital job of relieving suf- 
fering, promoting friendship and under- 
standing, and keeping alive a sense of 
-social responsibility among the students 
dispossessed- by the present wars. The 
funds necessary to carry on this work are 
raised solely from students and their 
friends, and are administered by student 
aid organizations and official church 
groups, including the Roman Catholic Pax 
Romans. The work thus administered in 
eludes providing books and study materials 
to students and professors wherever the 
war has disrupted their studies, in prisoner 
of war camps, nnd in refugee universities 
Whero no other organization has done so, 
some of these funds have been spent pro 
viding physical relief to students: food, 
medicine, clothing, and housing that are 
vitally needed in China and Europe. 

I.S.S. does not make an appeal to the 
general public. Only the support of the 
étudentfi enables this work to go on. It is 
ôùr responsibility to support the present 
campaign to our utmost and give the aid 
that is so urgently needed by those less 
fortunate than ourselves. 




Give Generously 

'Again students are asked to give — give 
for the sake of fellow students who study 
with aims - akin to ours, but whose lives 
show none of the comfort which we only 
too often take for granted. 

Barbed wires, machine guns, dreary 
camp monotony, flight, 'lack of food and 
Warmth, harass them, day in and day out, 
and yet they are deeply keen to study. 
.They want to study — so that their im 
prhonment should not have been a waste 
of time for they have realized through their 
suffering and their hardships what the real 
values of human life are. 

For them studying is a vital need, if 
morale is to be sustained in the unnatural 
atmosphere of imprisonment, and if their 
encaged eastenco is not to make them 
bitter and so warp their minds that they 
will be of little use in post war society. 

Nothing will help them more than our 
active understanding, our efforts in send- 
ing books nnd letters, our justly demanded 
generosity to raise funds to meet their 
many needs, and our sincere attempt to 
appreciate their difficulties, temptations 
d problems, 
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IN THIS OUR LIFE. 
AT THE PALACE. 
It had seemed impossible that Miss Bette 
Davis could ever behave more viciously than 
in her portrayal of Jezebel, and later as Her- 
bert Marshall's murdering wife in the "Letter," 
but the impossible has been achieved; Miss 
Davis has outdone herself gloriously in "In This 
Our Life." Here she exudes every type of sel- 
fish unpleasantness known to humanity, she 
elopes with her brother-in-law on the night of 
her marriage, and forces him to drink and sui- 
cide owing to her incredible extravagance, later 
she kills a little girl while driving too fast (rub- 
ber and gasoline officials will have drastic in- 
creases in blood pressure if they see this pic- 
ture, because Miss Davis spends much of her 
time driving well beyond the speed limit), and 
trys to put the blame on her coloured chauffeur; 
she also drives her rich and benevolent uncle 
to a complete physical breakdown by her be- 
haviour. 

Miss Davis docs all these things with a great 
deal of gusto, and gives the impression that she 
is having a wonderful time throughout the pic- 
ture, but when she swings from one tempera- 
mental climax to another she achieves nothing 
but exhausting the audience to such an extent 
that after leaving the theatre, this reporter felt 
as if he had Just been through a giant tornado. 

George Brent speaks his lines handsomely, 
but never moves a muscle in his face; also Mr. 
Brent will have to start to watch his waist line 
and bags under his eyes if he wants to'bc cast 
as a young and handsome hero many more 
times. Charles Coburn is impressive as a wick- 
ed scheming financier, with lecherous designs 
on Miss Davis. Frank Crane as the poor naive 
father utters one stereotyped phrase after 
another, and gives the impression that he has 
originated them; Billic Burke flutters on and 
off the screen every now and then, but no one 
pays much attention to her. (It has been sug- 
gested that someone pasted in part of another 
film by mistake every now and then, but I do 
not believe such a thing possible.) 

There arc two extremely duU shorts, one an 
hysterical outburst of patriotism concerning the 
U.S. navy, another all about horses. 

But there is one cartoon that is really worth- 
while seeing; it more than makes up for the rest 
of the program. Two pussy-cats do an excel 
lent satire of Abbot and Costello; if you go to 
see it you arc particularly advised to watch for 
the bird.

AT THE CAPITOL. 

"A "Night To Remember" at the Capitol 
Theatre will provide mediocre comedy enter- 
tainment plus a few spine-tingling thrills. The 
plot is on the "Sister Eileen" style and takes 
place in Greenwich Village, New York City. 

The movie presents Loretta Young and 
Brian Aherne in a wacky vehicle comedy-mur- 
der style, with a couple of corpl dllecti added 
for good measure. 

It is apparent that the producer didn't know 
whether to make "A Night To Remember" a 
comedy or a murder mystery, and the audience 
is rather mystified, at first, but it seems that 
the main roles could have been better portray- 
ed since the parts did not fit the actors.

Pat O'Brien and George Murphy share 
honors In The Navy Comes Through, actually 
a tribute to the Merchant Marine Service, ll 
revolves around a feud between two navy men, 
who finally attain mutual respect when their 
efforts In the line of duty coincide. Jane Wyatt 
provides the love interest Some of the most 
dramaUc scenes In the story constitute an ex- 
citing interlude with espionage activity on the 
part of the U.S. navy. 

The Falcon's Brother is a rather forced 
vehicle to introduce George Sanders own 
brother, who Is a meager substitute for the mas 
ter himself. We infer from the Falcon death 
that me may expect to see George Sanders In 
better roles. Gay Lawrence is no more, Tom 
Lawrence usurping his position. The story Is 
a dramatic mystery revolving around an inter- 
national mass-murder gang. The Falcon sacrl 
flees his life to solve the mystery. 

This double feature provides fair relief from 
the usual over sentimental patriotic cinema.

In the French drama would do well to look 
into the classics and semi-classics that arc be- 
ing presented on. the St. Denis stage this season. 
Rarely has such an opportunity been given to 
Montreal French-speaking audiences to see 
*«ch a set at well-directed and superbly-acted 
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plays. Especially now when the English dra- 
maUc life of this city is non-existant except 
for a few ambitious amateur presentations do 
such French dramas as Rostand's "Cyrano- de 
Bergerac" which opened the first series and 
the present "Sapho" have great significance. 

The story of "Sapho" is that of a worldly 
woman who has had many affairs and ruined 
all the men who have loved her and of a frank 
and sincere country boy who falls in love with 
her. It Is an old story but it Is here treated 
with more originality than usual. The play is 
filled with the realistic pathos of Daudet's novel 
relieved by welcome flashes of Rabelaisian 
humor. The characters are individual enough 
to have been created by a Maughm, while the 
irony and general atmosphere of the play re- 
calls Zola. The date of the play has been 
changed to modern Umes, and although a few 
anacronisms still remain, this change has doubt- 
lessly made the action more vivid.- If there 
were any criticism of the stage adaption, It 
would be that the development is somewhat 
Jerky. There is a tendency to present a climax 
in every act or else give a long stretch of ac- 
tion without any rise or decline or excite- 
ment But this fault lies In the play itself, 
not in the presentation which reveals a profes- 
sional naturalness and an appreciation for 
drama and comedy throughout 

The versatile Fernande Albany, as the 
heroine, gave an exceUent performance of a 
very difficult role. She could be noble or 
cheap, calm or hysterical with 'the same con- 
vincing case, and the power of her most pas- 
sionate scene, when she begs her lover to come 
back to her, left the audience gasping long after 
the curtail fell. Francois Bozet gave an ade- 
quate portrayal of the boyish and broken- 
hearted hero ... a part that was made difficult 
by virtue of its urisubUety. Charles Dechamps, 
who has already brought many comic characters 
to life in former St Denis plays, once again 
shows that when it comes to putUng across 
comedy with a touch of sadness, or Just plain 
slapstick, he knows his business. The remain- 
der of the supporting cast were unusually good 
while the costuming, sets and lighting gave evi- 
dence that every means of improving the pres- 
entation was well considered. 

ïTie play will be repeated tonight and tomor 
row night and is well worth seeing either to 
improve your Frencn or to enjoy a fascinating 
four hours of entertainment

Political Comment 



Several months ago, steel workers in Can- 
ada's two largest* steel plants— at Sydney and 
the Soo— asked for an increase in wages. The 
companies refused, claiming such increases to 
be illegal The workers thereupon threatened 
to strike, and the Government therefore took 
out an injunction against the union leaders, 
preventing them from declaring a strike. A 
Royal Steel Commission was then set up to 
investigate the case. After studying the matter 
for three months, the majority of the Commis 
sion found that wages in the steel Industry 
were the highest since 1914, and were therefore 
ipso facto adequate. 

The workers were dissatisfied and, after 
several days' notice failed to bring forth any 
action on the . part of the Government, they 
walked out on strike, asking that the minority 
report of King Gordon, representative of the 
union on the Commission, be adopted. 

As this strike is of extreme importance to 
the people of Canada, let us examine the 
majority and minority reports of the Commis 
slon and draw conclusions. 

1. Basle Wage Rates: The basic wage rates 
at both plants average 43 li and 45 Vi cents an 
hour. For an average working week of 50 
arduous hours, this yields the magnificent sum 
of $24.50 per week (this includes $2.00 per week 
cost-of-living bonus). This wage, it is to be 
noted, is no different from the pre-war wage. 
Entirely apart from the fact that even in peace 
time it is impossible to support a family 
decently on such a sum, would a recognized 
economist risk his reputation trying to prove 
that the average family can subsist on this 
wage with the cost of food, for example, up 
30% (W.P.T.B. figures) since 1039? The Gov. 
ernment itself has stated that the minimum 
salary on whieh an average famUy of four can 
have' the essentials of life is $1,400. Simple 
calculation shows that the basic steel wage is 
$1,200 per year, or 15% less than the Govern- 
ment-approved (but not enforced) minimum 
yearly wage. 

Nevertheless, the Steel Commission majority 
report says that no change in wages is neces< 
sary. Mr. Gordon however (and the union) 
recommends that the rate be 55 cents an hour, 
which would give a worker 1 to bring home to 
his family the princely sum of $27.50 or exactly 
the minimum endorsed by the Government. 
Any medical man will tell you that steel work- 
ers live on the average 12 years less than other 
people due to the strenuous nature of their 
work. Surely, they are not asking too much? 

2. The other main recommendation of the 
minority report is that steel be declared a 
national industry. This would not only co 
ordinate production and eliminate waste, but 
ensure uniformity of working standards and 
wages. The other two commissioners, how 
ever, felt that this question was outside the 
scope of the Commission. 

As a result of this attitude, 70% of Canada's 
steel workers have gone on strike. Immedi- 
ately they have met a violent press campaign, 
the newspapers charging that the strike is 
deliberately aimed at breaking down the war 
effort and causing inflation, the workers are 
trying to force the Government "at the point 
of a pistol" to give in— which "no self-respect- 
ing Government can possibly tolerate," etc., 
eta In addition, the Government has declared 
the strike illegal, and there le talk of drafting 
the strikers, or freezing all union funds, to as 
to starve the workers Into submission. 

In short, the press and Government bitterly 
attack the workers falling to emphasize that: 

1. A strike is the only method which work- 
ers have of fighting an unjust employee. Proflt- 
selling price minus cost price, and wages being 
a part of costs, the employer tries to keep 
wages as low as possible to increase profits. 

2. The companies have steadfastly refused

tells that "There are forty-one tu- 
tors on the staff and we are deal- 
ing dally with from 1,000 to 1,300 
men in the classes, and we pass 
through the classes approximately 
10,000 men per week. Apart from 
this, we arc dealing with the work- 
ing parties, which number 18,000. 
(Work parties can go out near the 
camps, and the pay from this work 
at labourers' rates, helps supple- 
ment their allowance which is basic 
pay 'as they would be receiving in 
the army). So you can tell by this 
that our students are somewhat 
plentiful. Thanks to the efforts 
made by the different societies, we 
arc now able to hold many exam- 
inations." 

An attempt Is made by the Euro- 
pean committee to answer each in- 
dividual letter, making their replies 
as human and personal as possible. 
Those outside the barbed wire can 
only imagine the loneliness and de 
sire for human contact which those 
inside* feel. It is only when we read 
a letter such as the following that 
we begin to realize what a friendly 
letter can mean to a prisoner: "I 
am entering my seventh month of 
imprisonment, and yours is the only 
mall I havo received— a real red 
letter day, much appreciated." 



students have walked over a thou, 
sand miles, have taken lectures in 
bomb proof cellars have sat for ex 
animations during air-raids, in 
order that they might get an educa- 
tion. They have used caves as class 
rooms and dugouts as dorms. 

One-halt of these students have 
to depend on relief. They are in 
desperate need of food, clothing, 
medicine and study materials. Five 
cents will buy a Chinese student 
six meals, 15c will provide two 
weeks' shelter, $1.00 will provide 
winter clothing for four students, 
$20.00 will pay for room and board 
for a whole year, permitting one 
more student to carry through the 
college course. 

From Chengklang in Yunnan a 
student writes, "We have no pens 
to write, no books to read, no homes 
In which to live, no clothes to 
withstand the winter, and, more- 
over, no food to sustain our lives. 
... As medical students wc arc go- 
ing to devote our lives to minister 
to the sick in body and mind. Now, 
by your help, I have the chance of 
rejoining the university. I can 
hardly describe my happiness at 
receiving your aid." 
Poland 

All Polish soldiers but officers 
have been released from actual 
prisoner of war camps, and are now 
doing civilian labor under close 
supervision. There are still, how- 
ever, 60,000 officers behind barbed 
wire, most of them completing their 
third year of captivity. 

Study for them is of especial im- 
portance because all universities 
and schools have been closed in 
Poland. Only through the study 
available In prisoner of war camps 
and in internment camps in Swit- 
zerland can Polish youth prepare 
Itself for the necessary task of in- 
tellectual leadership after the war. 
The current budget calls for over 
$27,000 for the relief of Polish stu- 
dents. 

Similar work is being carried out 
in most of the countries of Europe.

A student in a camp in Germany 
writes "I am most grateful to you 
for your kindness in sending me 
notebooks recently.

Another shows trie dry 
humour still alive in the camps: "I 
am very much interested in the his- 
tory of* different countries, and as 
at the moment I am in Germany, 
I would be much indebted to you 
If you could supply me with Ger 
man history books." The headmas- 
ter of a camp school in Germany

At the University of Manitoba, of. 
ficlal student war relief is exclu* 
sivcly allocated to the I. S. S. Union 
Theological College in New York 
has an income of $4 per person, and 
Yale Divinity School in Massachu- 
setts exceeds this amount Smith 
College in Massachusetts has raised 
as much as $20,000 in the past year. 

At Oberlin College in Ohio, the 
student body of 1,000 collected 
$11,000 in contributions and pledges. 
Dormitories and fraternities vied 
with each other to maintain their 
lead In the drive. Social events 
were curtailed and money normally 
spent in hiring orchestras and dec- 
orating houses was reserved for the 
campaign. Each student tried to 
contribute twenty cents a week, 
money normally spent on a milk 
shake, to reach the goal of $5.20 per 
person. 

The budget proposed by the Can- 
adian I.S.S. aims at a total of 
$8,000, basing the amount on past 
contributions and the size of uni- 
versities. 

McGiU's effort will be confirmed 
when the goal of $1000 is reached. 
Last year receipts only totalled $307. 

Donations will be collected 
through class representatives with 
their respective committees, and 
through special volunteers posted 
in each of the buildings.

James Summarizes the Wartime Status of Students

Students Maintaining a Satisfactory 
And Taking Military Training Are Now Making 
Adequate Contribution to the War Effort 



Political Comment 



Supplements and Conditions Are Abolished 
Except for Those Ineligible for Military Duty 

Students taking full extent of their military training and maintaining a satisfactory académie 
standing are doing a full share in the country's war effort, and should continue their courses. If 
manpower shortage becomes acute enough. Arts and Commerce students may not he permitted by 
the Government to continue to a degree. There will be no supplements or conditions allowed to stu- 
dents eligible for call-up. Anyone thinking of joining the Armed Forces or doing war-work would 
be far better off in completing their present course, if they arc able to do so, and deciding at the

end of the session what they will do than in joining up now. Such was Dr. James' advice to the 

students gathered in Moysc Hall on Friday morning. 

A general outline of Dr. James' talk is as follows: This war is pri-v- 
marily a war of intelligence. There is a tremendous demand for trained 
men who understand completely the operation of the scientific weapons 
in use, and medical doctors are needed. The government has emphasized 
-the importance of scientific training by the issuance of bursaries. The 
students in Arts and Commerce, no doubt, are developing trained in- 
- telligcncc; there was proof of this in the last war. In Dr. James' per- 
sonal opinion, the increasing pressure may reach a point where the de-

' to make it quilc clear that a man in any one of the faculties who Is tak- 
ing the full extent of his military training and maintains satisfactory 
■ academic standing is advised to continue his course; a good standing is 
; essential. There will no longer be conditional or supplemental*; against 
> - • these was given as illustration the case of a war worker leaving 13 per 
cent, of his work behind and catching it up later. 

The reporting of the 60 students* 
was not meant to suggest that the 
students are failures. These stu- 
dents can come back to any college 
after the war. It is only because it 
■was thought that these students 
might prove more Important to the 
armed services or in war work that 
they have been required to leave. 

In reply to a question Dr. James 
said that there will be supplement- 
als for men ineligible for the draft 
and also for women. He said that 
a science student should specify his 
qualifications and intentions to join 
one of the forces before graduation. 
While attending college a science 
student should not be approached 
by any industrialist or officer of the 
armed forces to persuade him to 
leave his studies. In his own frank 
opinion Dr. James said that a stu- 
dent thinking of Joining up should 
complete the present session before 
making a decision. Where the Uni- 
versity authorities feel that failure 
is due to circumstances beyond con- 
trol of the student notice of call-up 
will be postponed. When a student 
asked the Principal how the régula 
tiens affect a British student other 
than a Canadian he replied that 
there was no difference between a 
British student residing in Canada 
end a Canadian.

iA student can be reported for 
call-up on the basis of any exam in 
which the professor thinks he Is not 
up to standard. At present all En- 
gineers, Chemists, Physicists and 
'- ■ MathemaUcians will be assigned to 
war jobs, unless they request to 
enter the forces. Any science man 
having received his degree' can join 
any force he wishes. All he needs 
to do is to stress the one desired. 
If he fails his acceptance in the 
chosen branch he may try a second 
choice. In other words a graduate 
may try to enlist in all three ser- 
vices before being obliged to enter 
war work, providing, of course, that 
his qualifications are such that he 
Would be of use in the forces. 

An Arts student asked the follow-

lamps the work has been carried 
en in co-operation with the War 
Prisoners Aid. Conferences arc 
■ beld with the camp leaders to dis- 
cover the needs of the students and 
to make suggestions for improving 
the quality of the educational work. 

The results of these two years of 
work are seen In the large number 
of students partlcipaUng in educa- 
tional classes. Large numbers . of 
books are continually being sent to 
these camps. In the refugee camps 
nearly eighty students havo com 
pleted cither the junior or seniolr 
matrlc or both, of McGlll Univer- 
sity. Queen's University has pro- 
vided correspondence courses for a 
few of these refugees. But the main 
educational work is done by the 
men themselves and outside sup- 
port is essential if they are to do 
a good job.

Mrs. Frankowska 
Gives Outline 

Of Naval History 

— — — 

Last Saturday Mrs. M. R. FranK- 
owska addressed the Polish Club 
on the subject: "Poland, a Sea- 
Going Nation". 

The speaker outlined the history 
of the Polish Shore, stressing the 
fact that' while in the 14lh century 
Its length was nearly 250 miles, after 
the World War of 1014-18 Poland's 
access to the Baltic sea was only 
46 miles long. 

Then the speaker proceeded to 
discuss Gdynia which in 1923 was 
a small fishing village and in hard- 
ly twelve years became the greatest 
and most modern harbour on the 
Baltic Sea. Mrs. Frankowska discus- 
sed Gdynia from three different 
viewpoints: as a city, as a, harbour 
and as Poland's naval base. To show 
the almost miraculous growth of 
this port and its importance in Po- 
land's foreign trade she staled that 
while in 1820 4% of Poland's im- 
port and U c /c of the export went 
through Gdynia, in 1038 the import 
through this harbour increased to 
33.6% and the export to 46.6 1 :!. 

Finally, Mrs. Frankowska spoke 
of the Polish Navy which started 
its existence in Warsaw, already In 
1918. Knowing well that they were 
many times outnumbered the Polish 
Navy battled Germany with à grim 
determination to fight to the last 
man. The Polish Naval Airforcc 
which has just begun to develop be- 
fore this war was the first victim of 
the German invasion; it was de- 
stroyed during the first unexpected 
Nazi raid on Poland on September 
1. 1939 which started the second 
World War. Wcstcrplatte was the 
last Polish outpost on the sea to be 
occupied by Germany. No one 
among its defenders surrendered to 
the enemy: everybody died at his 
post. The Polish Navy is still fight- 
ing with the Allied Nations. They 
arc making Polish history on all 
the seas of the world and are look- 
ing forward to the day of victory 
when Poland will again be free and 
will begin another chapter In the 
history of her sea.

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MISCHIEF MAKERS UNDERMINE 
WAR EFFORT 

Canadians must learn to be care- 
ful in handling information, Hon. 
C. W. G. Gibson, Minister of Na 
tional Revenue, said recently. 

He warned of the danger of circu 
lating untrue and unfounded reports 
and related incidents where vicious 
lies had emanated from mischief 
makers who sought to undermine 
the country's war effort. Rumors, he 
said, could be classified in two 
groups, "deliberate" and "spontan 
eous." Both were damaging. "It is 
not enough to refrain from repeat- 
ing rumors; if possible, they should 
be brought into the light and refut- 
ed," said Col. Gibson. 

* ♦ * 

RUMOR: "Forty corvettes are 
tied up at Sydney." 

FACT: The Naval Department, 
Ottawa, states: 

"This is the sort of rumor that 
gels spread extremely easily. Very 
few people realize that 'in any na- 
vy, especially a small ship navy 
operating in rough waters, and 
operating under strained conditions, 
that.it is necessary that a fair, num- 



ber of ships should be under re-fit 

at any given time. Escort vessels 

come and go. They may be in port 

for two or three days at a time 

awaiting the assembly of a convoy. 

II is very certain however that In 

the present lively condition o( the 

Atlantic no ship is held in port 

without good reason. To suggest 

that forty corvettes are tied up at 

any given time In one port is quite 

absurd. We are not able to disclose 

the total number of corvettes In 

the Royal Canadian Navy, but you 

may take it that this would be a 

fantastically high proportion of 

corvettes in any one port at any 

given time. 

"It is observed, however, that the 

general public knows very little 

about the difference between a cor 

vette, a mine-sweeper, and certain 

other types of vessels In the R.C.N. 

Any ship looks like a corvette to 

the uninitiated provided that it is a 

warship and rather small."

A number of rumors have been 

reported to the Clinic concerning 

the establishment of Day Nurseries 

for children whose mothers arc 

working In War industries. 

RUMOR: "Mothers working in 

War Industries will be forced to 

place their children in these Nur 

scries." 

"Mothers who place their children 
in the Day Nurseries, which the 
Government plans to set up, will be 
giving them up for adoption." 

"Placing children in Day Nurser- 
ies would change the economic sta 
tus of the mothers in regard to in- 
come taxes." 

"In the case of wives of soldiers, 
separation allowances would be re- 
duced because of the Government 
assuming part of the cost of upkeep 
of such children." 

FACT: Dr. 'E. Lalande, D.P.H., 
Director, Department of Day Nur 
series. Ministry of Health and So 
clal Welfare, Montreal, states: 

"Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. At the request ot the 
Federal Minister of Labour, the 
Quebec Provincial Minister of 
Health and Social Welfare signed 
some months ago, an agreement re- 
garding the establishment of Day 
Nurseries for children whose mo- 
thers are working in War Indus 
tries or doing work of a like na- 
ture. The Province of Quebec, 
through Its Ministry of Health and 
Social Welfare, assumes the respon 
slblllty of the establishment and 
functioning of these Nurseries. Al 
though recognizing the usefulness of 
these projects, and strongly urging 
mothers (o avail themselves of these 
advantages, so that their children 
might have the care which th:y 
otherwise miss (owing to the fact 
of their mothers working- In War 
Industries), the Minister of Health 
never has had or never will have 
any Intention of taking such chit 
dr;n away from their parents, nor 
of adopting them. Moreover, mo 
thers have absolutely no reason to 
fear that by placing their children 
in the Nurseries, their status will 
be altered In regard to Incom: taxes 
or soldiers' wives' allowances. There 
Is not one clause In the Federal 
Provincial agreement which would 
raise th- shadow of a doubt in this 
respect. There Is simply no ques 
tlon of It whatever. 

"The Day Nurseries will be es 
tabllshed to take care of children 
of mothers who work during ths 
daytime. Only children of pre 
school age will be admitted: that is 
to say, those between the ages of 
2 and 8 years. Regarding children of 
school age, arrangements will be 
made to care for them in school. 
The use of the Nurseries is optional 
but mothers may rest assured that 
all precautions will be taken to en< 
sure the welfare or their children: 
both from the moral and educa 
tional, as well as the physical stand 
point. Experienced and responsible 
persons will be in charge; their 
health will be closely watched and 
th:y will be the object of careful 
attention at all .times during- their 
stay al the Nurseries."

Readers of the Clinic have report 
ed a number ot rumors in circula 
tlon which pretend that the United 
Kingdom Is maintaining production 
of civilian goods to retain overseas 
trade, while Canadian output of 
similar goods has been greatly cur 
tailed and manufacturing facilities 
diverted to the production of War 
materials for the Allies. 

RUMOR: "While Canada 'is manu 
facturing munitions for England 
England is manufacturing many 
things to hold , the after-war mar 



ket".. . . and another one . . . "How 
Is it we sec so much English goods 
in Canada, articles which arc rather 
hard to get from Canadian manu- 
facturers." • 

FACT: Major Eliot Warburton, 
M.C., Liaison Officer, British Min- 
istry of Information, Ottawa, states'. 

"All Industry and trade In Brit- 
ain has been taken under Govern- 
ment control for war purposes. In 
principal, no production Is allowed 
that Is not necessary for war pur- 
poses or the continuance of the na- 
tional life on a Spartan basis. In 
a few cases (e.g. crockery) In which 
neither, raw. materials nor labuur 
could be used entirely for the war 
effort, production has been allowed 
lo continué, reduced by combing 
out al) man and woman-power fit 
for war purposes. The United King- 
dom Government has encouraged 
the export of such products and of 
warehouse stocks of other lines 
(such as toys, long out of stock lu 
Britain itself) to such countries as 
the United Stales and Canada, 
whose exchange Is urgently needed 
by us for war purchases for our 
own and Allied troops. The Gov- 
ernment takes all the dollars and 
gives the exporter sterling. Ship 
ping space Is, of course, available 
In transports returning westward 
and every dollar so carnod is that 
much more contribution by the 
United Kingdom to the cost of the 
War, (hat much less that has lo be 
found by our Allies on (he North 
American continent. Britain uses 
only one criterion "Does this export 
help the • war effort?" If not, no 
export permit is granted."

RUMOR: "A woman who was work- 
ing on September 1st, when the new 
regulation came into force, although 
she Is married and now wishes to 
leave work and stay at home, is 



forced to work at some job or other, 
evidently until the end of the war; 
while a woman who was not work- 
ing on September 1st, although sho 
may be offered n position to help 
the war effort Is not compelled to 
take it, or any other, and can there- 
fore stay at home till the end of 
the War." 

RUMOR: "A girl, now working, 
cannot leave her job to get married, 
but must slay at her position after 
getting married whether she wishes 
to make a home or not." 

FACT: National Selective Service 
States that the above rumors are 
absolutely false. 

(NOTE: Because of the heavy call 
upon our man-power, it Is intended 
that many women, not now employ- 
ed or not usefully employed, will bo 
offered employment In essential 
jobs. No compulsion will be used to 
force women to accept jobs offered 
them.)
